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In  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin  we  publish  the  Montana  State 
law  relative  to  the  pollution  of  streams. 

PART  III,  TITLE  VII,  CHAPTER  I,  ARTICLE  III,  RE- 
VISED CODES  OF  MONTANA,  1907. 


PROTECTION  OF  PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY. 
Section  1559.  State  Board  of  Health  to  Have  Control  of 
Public  Water  Supply— That  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall 
have  the  general  oversight  and  care  of  all  inland  Waters  and  of 
all  streams,  lakes  and  ponds  used  by  any  city,  town  or  public 
institution  or  by  any  water  or  ice  company  in  this  state  as 
sources  of  water  supply  for  domestic  use,  and  of  all  springs, 
streams  and  water  courses  tributary  thereto.  It  sh'all  be  pro- 
vided with  maps,  plans  and  documents  suitable  for  such  pur- 
poses, and  shall  keep  records  of  all  its  transactions  relative 
thereto. 

Section  1560.  Examinations  of  Waters — That  said  State 
Board  of  Health  may  cause  examination  of  waters  to  be  made 
to  ascertain  their  purity  and  fitness  for  domestic  use  or  their 
liability  to  impair  the  interests  of  the  public  or  of  persons  law- 
fully using  them1  or  to  imperil  the  public  health.  It  may  make 
rules  and  regulations  to  prevent  pollution  and  to  secure  the 
sanitary  protection  of  all  such  waters  as  are  used  for  domestic 
purposes. 

Section  1561.    Publications  of  Orders,  Rules  and  Regulations 

— That  the  publication  of  an  order,  rule  or  regulation  made  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  a 
newspaper  of  the  city  or  town  in  Which  such  order,  rule  or 
regulation  is  to  take  effect,  or,  if  no  newspaper  is  published  in 
such  city  or  town,  the  posting  of  a  copy  of  such  order,  rule  or 
regulation  in  a  public  place  in  such  city  or  town  shall  be  legal 
notice  to  all  persons,  and  an  affidavit  of  Bitch  publication  or 
posting  by  the  person  causing  such  notice  to  be  published  or 
posted,  filed  and  recorded,  with  a  copy  of  the  notice,  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  such  city  or  town  shall  be  admitted  as  evi- 
dence of  the  time  at  which,  and  the  place  and  manner  in  which, 
the  notice  was  given. 

Section  1562.  Employment  of  Agents  and  Servants — That 
said  State  Board  of  Health  may  appoint,  employ  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  such  agents,  clerks,  servants,  engineers  and 
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expert  assistants  as  it  considers  necessary.  Such  agents  and 
servants  shall  cause  the  provisions  of  lawi  relative  to  the  pollu- 
tion of  water  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Board 
to  be  enforced. 

Section  1653.  Duties  of  the  Board — That  said  Board  shall 
consult  with  and  advise  the  authorities  of  cities  and  towns  and 
persons  having",  or  about  to  have  systems  of  water  supply, 
drainage  and  sewerage  as  to  the  most  appropriate  source  of 
water  supply  and  the  best  method  of  assuring  its  purity  or  as 
to  the  best  method  of  disposing  of  their  drainage  or  sewerage 
with  reference  to  the  existing  and  future  needs  of  other  cities, 
towns  or  persons  which  may  be  affected  thereby.  It  shall  also 
consult  with  and  advise  all  corporations,  companies  or  persons 
engaged  or  intending  to  engage  in  any  manufacturing  or  other 
business  whose  drainage  or  sewerage  may  tend  to  pollute  any 
inland  water  as  to  the  best  method  of  preventing  such  pollu- 
tion, and  it  may  conduct  experiments  to  determine  the  best 
methods  of  the  purification  or  disposal  of  drainage  or  sewerage. 
Cities,  towns  and  all  other  corporations,  companies  or  persons 
shall  submit  to  said  Board  for  its  advice  and  approval  their 
proposed  system  of  water  supply  or  of  the  disposal  of  drainage 
or  sewerage,  and  no  city,  town  or  persons  or  comlpany  shall 
proceed  to  build  or  install  or  enlarge  or  extend  any  system  of 
water  supply,  drainage  or  sewerage  disposal,  without  first  ob- 
taining the  approval  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  In  this  Sec- 
tion the  term  "drainage"  means  rainfall,  surface  and  subsoil 
water  only,  and  "sewage"  means  domestic  and  manufacturing 
filth  and  waste. 

Section  1564.  Pollution  of  Water  Supply — That  no  sewer- 
age, drainage,  refuse  or  polluting  matter,  of  such  kind  and 
amount  as  either,  of  itself  or  in  connection  with  other  matter, 
will  corrupt,  pollute  or  impair  the  quality  of  the  water  of  any 
spring,  pond,  lake  or  stream  used  as  a  source  of  water  or  ice 
supply  by  a  city,  town  or  public  institution  or  water  or  ice 
company  for  domestic  use,  or  render  it  injurious  to  health,  and 
no  human  excrement,  shall  be  discharged  into  any  such  stream, 
spring,  lake,  pond  or  upon  their  banks  or  into  any  feeders  of 
such  spring,  lake,  pond  or  stream  unless  such  sewerage,  drain- 
age, refuse  or  polluting  water  shall  have  been  purified,  so  as 
to  render  it  harmless  in  such  a  manner  and  under  such  condi- 
tions and  restrictions  as  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  direct. 
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A  city  or  town  shall  not  be  prohibited  or  enjoined  from 
discharging  its  sewerage  into  a  river  or  body  of  water  unless 
such  sewerage  so  pollutes  the  waters  thereof  as  to  be  danger- 
ous to  public  health.     (As  amended  191 1.) 

Section  1565.  Protection  of  Watersheds — That  no  municipal 
or  other  public  or  private  corporation  and  no<  company  or  per- 
son shall  hereafter  construct,  build,  establish  or  operate  any 
railroad,  logging  road,  logging  camp,  electric  plant  or  manufac- 
turing plant  of  any  kind  upon  or  over  any  watershed  of  any 
public  water  supply  system,  unless  such  corporation,  company 
or  person  shall  protect  said  water  supply  from  pollution  by 
such  sanitary  precautions  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  any  such  corporation,  company  or  person 
intending  to  construct,  build  or  establish  or  operate  any  rail- 
road, logging  road,  logging  camp,  electric  plant  or  manufactur- 
ing plant  of  any  kind  upon  the  watershed  of  any  public  water 
supply  system,  shall  furnish  the  State  Board  of  Health  with 
detailed  plans  and  specifications  of  the  sanitary  precautions 
to  be  taken,  which  must  be  approved  by  said  Board. 

Section  1566.  Complaints  and  Investigations — That  upon 
complaint  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  or  the  mayor  or  health 
officer  of  any  city  or  town  or  the  managing  board  or  officer  of 
any  public  institution  or  the  president  of  an  ice  company  stat- 
ing that  manure,  excrement,  garbage,  sewage  or  any  other 
matter  which  pollutes  or  tends  to  pollute  the  waters  of  any 
lake,  pond,  spring,  stream1  or  watercourse  used  by  such  city  or 
town,  public  institution  or  company  as  a  source  of  water  sup- 
ply, the  said  Board  shall  cause  a  thorough  investigation  to  be 
made  of  such  alleged  nuisance  or  pollution,  and  if,  in  its  judg- 
ment, the  public  health  so  requires,  shall  by  oirder  served  upon 
the  party  causing  or  permitting  such  pollution,  prohibit  the  con- 
tinuance of  such  pollution  and  shiall  order  him  to  remove  any 
such  cause  of  pollution. 

Section  1567.  Agents  and  Servants  of  Boards  May  Enter 
Buildings — That  the  agents  and  servants  of  said  Board  may 
enter  any  building,  structure  or  premises  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  whether  sources  of  pollution  or  danger  to  the  water 


supply  there  exist,  and  whether  the  rules,  regulations  and 
orders  aforesaid  are  obeyed. 

Section  1568.  Appeals  to  the  District  Court  From  Orders  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health — That  whoever  is  aggrieved  by  any 
order  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  passed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  district  court  of  the 
county  in  which  such  order  shall.  be  effective.  But  such 
notice  as  the  court  shall  order  shall  also  be  given  to  the  mayor 
of  the  city  or  town  or  president  of  the  wiater  company  or  any 
other  persons  interested  in  such  order.  While  the  appeal  is 
pending  the  orders  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  be  com- 
plied with  unless  otherwise  authorized  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Section  1569.  Jurisdiction  of  the  District  Court — That  the 
district  court  of  any  county  of  the  State  shall  have  jurisdiction 
m  equity  upon  the  application  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  or 
any  persons  interested,  to  enforce  its  orders  or  the  orders,  rules 
and  regulations  of  said  Board  of  Health,  and  to  restrain  the  use 
or  occupation  of  the  premises  of  such  portion  thereof  as  said 
Board  may  specify,  on  which  said  material  is  deposited  or  kept, 
or  such  other  cause  of  pollution  exists,  until  the  orders,  rules 
and  regulations  of  said  Board  have  been  complied  with. 

Section  1570.  Establishment  of  Experimental  Stations — That 
*n  order  that  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  at  all  times  be 
prepared  to  give  the  best  advice  to  cities,  towns,  public  institu- 
tions or  private  corporations  relative  to  the  prevention  or  re- 
moval of  pollutions  of  water,  said  Board  is  hereby  authorized 
+0  establish  and  maintain  an  experimental  station  for  the  pur- 
pose of  studying  the  best  methods  of  preventing  pollution  of 
water  and  for  the  purification  of  water  and  for  the  purification, 
disinfection  and  disposal  of  sewage  and  domestic  and  manufac- 
turing* waste  so  as  to  prevent  pollution  of  wiater,  and  said 
3oard  is  authorized  to  cause  sanitary  methods  and  systems  in 
use  outside  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  be  investigated  and 
studied  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  their  fitness  for  conditions 
in  this  State. 

Section  157:.  Biennial  Reports — That  the  State  Board  of 
Health  shall  biennially  make  a  report  to  the  Legislature, 
through  the  Governor,  of  its  doings  for  the  preceding  period, 
recommending  measures  for  the  prevention  of  the  pollution  of 
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such  waters  and  for  the  removal  of  polluting-  substances  in 
order  to  protect  and  develop  the  rights  and  property  of  the 
State  and  municipalities  therein  and  to  protect  the  public 
health,  and  recommend  any  legislation  or  plans  for  systems  of 
main  sewers  nevessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  health 
and  for  the  purification  and  prevention  of  pollution  of  the  ponds, 
lakes,  springs  and  inland  waters  of  the  State.  It  shall  also 
give  notice  to  the  Attorney  General  of  any  violation  of  law  rela- 
tive to  the  pollution  of  water  supplies  and  inland  waters. 

Section  1572.  Penalties  for  Violation  of  This  Act — That 
whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  any  rule, 
regulation  or  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  made  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  punished  for  each  offense 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

SECTION  1509  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  LAW. 

Sewage  System  Must  Be  Approved  by  State  Board  of  Health 

— Whenever  any  city,  town  or  corporation,  or  person  shall 
hereafter  contemplate  the  construction  of  any  sewer  system 
that  will  empty  into  any  stream  or  source  of  water  supply  in 
this  State,  they  shall  submit  a  plan  of  such  proposed  system 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  said  Board  shall  cause  a  thor- 
ough investigation  to  >be  made  and  if  after  such  an  investigation 
they  shall  determine  that  such  sewerage  will  so  pollute  the 
waters  of  any  stream  or  source  of  water  supply  as  to  endanger 
the  health  or  lives  of  the  citizens  of  this  State,  or  any  of  them, 
they  shall  submit  to  the  judge  of  the  district  court  of  the  dis- 
rict  in  which  such,  proposed  sewerage  system  is  located,  the 
•evidence  on  which  their  findings  are  based  and  if  said  judige 
upon  that  evidence,  and  such  other  evidence  as  the  judge  m'ay 
receive  on  a  hearing  at  which  all  parties  in  interest  may  be 
heard  and  present  evidence  if  they  desire,  shall  find  that  the 
action  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  just  and  unbiased,  he 
shall  issue  an  order  preventing  the  construction  of  such  sewer- 
age system  except  under  such  conditions  as  the  State  Board  of 
Health  may  designate. 

A  city  or  town  may  appeal  to  the  district  court  of  the  county 
in  which  such  city  or  town  may  be  located  from  any  order 


of  the  State  Board  of  Health  affecting-  such  city  or  town  at 
any  time  within  thirty  days  after  the  service  on  the  city  or  town 
council  of  such  order.  Such  appeal  may  he  taken  by  filing 
notice  thereof  in  such  court  either  before  or  after  serving  a 
copy  of  such  notice  on  any  member  of  the  State  Board'  of 
Health.  The  court  may  order  pleadings  to  be  filed  to  present 
the  issues  and  such  case  shall  be  tried  de  novo  the  same  as 
appeail  from  a  justice  court.    (As  amended  191 1) 

REGULATION  31  OF  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

Must  Not  Drain  Into  Water  Supply — No  privy,  water  closet, 
pig-pen,  slaughter  house,  or  barn  shall  be  so  located  that  the 
surface  drainage  therefrom  shall  enter  any  well,  cistern,  irri- 
gating ditch  or  other  source  of  water  used  for  domestic  pur- 
poses.

Two  hundred  twenty-four  samples  were  reported  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Health  during  the  month  of  June. 
Thirty  of  these  were  samlples  of  butter  used  in  a  weighing  ex- 
periment; seventy-one  were  samples  of  milk  and  one  was 
cream.  The  sample  of  cream  was  lelgal.  Of  the  seventy-one 
samples  of  milk,  one  was  too  badly  curdled  for  analysis,  forty- 
nine  were  standard  and  twenty-one  were  adulterated.  Of  the 
twenty-one  samples  that  were  adulterated,  six  were  below 
standard  in  fat,  six  below  standard  in  solids,  not  fat,  and  nine 


below  standard  in  both  fat  and  solids  not  fat.  The  samples  of 
milk  were  collected  as  follows:

Four  of 
these  extracts  were  misbranded.

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CLEAN  FOOD. 

"Clean  Food,"  was  the  title  of  an  address  delivered  by  Dr. 
H.  E.  Barnard  at  the  twelfth'  biennial  meeting  of  the  General 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  held  in  Chicago  in  June.  The 
following  is  the  report  of  the  address  published  in  the  American 
Food  Journal : 

"Clean  milk,  clean  meat,  clean  bread,  clean  Water — these  are 
the  vital  problems  in  food  law  enforcement.  It  is  good  to 
know  that  our  food  supply  is  free  from  the  adulterations  that 
cost  us  so  much  and  benefited  us  so  li title  but  a  few  years 
ago,  and  that  food  fraud  is  no  longer  an  issue  except  as  it  is 
necessary  and  always  will  be  necessary  to  control  crooked 
dealers  by  police  methods.  Food  manufacturers  and  dis- 
tributors are  as  strongly  opposed  to  adulterated  food  as  con- 
sumer and  officials.  Let  us  consider  the  battle  for  pure  food 
won  and  press  on  to  as  splendid  a  victory  on  a  far  more  im- 
portant and  vital  cause. 

"Many  foods  chemically  pure  and  deviating  not  a  whit  from 
established  standards  are  sanitarily  unfit  to  eait.  Many  baker- 
ies producing  every  day  thousands  of  loaves  of  the  finest  bread 
are  still  content  to  distribute  those  loaves  unwrapped  and  under 
conditions  which  every  thoughtful  consumer  recognizes  as  un- 
sanitary. Down-town  workers  take  their  noonday  lunch  in  res- 
taurants lined  with  plate  glass  mirrors  and  never  know  that 
the  refrigerators  are  lined  with  corroded  zinc  or  that  the  dishes 
are  washed  under  conditions  so  unsanitary  as  to  make  the  aver- 
age housewife  chill  with  horror. 

"What  matters  it  to  the  balby  if  its  milk  contains  3.25  per 
cent  butter  fat  if  it  is  produced  under  even  average  dairy  con- 
ditions ? 

"Food  control  work  has  undergone  a  metamorphosis  in  the 
last  two  or  three  years  and  the  problem  of  the  chemist  has  be- 
come the  duty  of  the  housewife.  It  is  impossible  to  put  enough 
federal,  state  or  municipal  food  inspectors  into  the  field  to 
insure  clean  food  for  our  people  unless  they  have  the  constant 
active  support  of  the  women  of  the  country.  It  is  as  im- 
practical for  a  centralized  food  control  to  inspect  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dairies  from  which  come  our  milk,  butter  and 
cheese  as  it  is  for  the  government  to  regulate  the  sanitation  of 
your  kitchens.    AH  the  work  of  successful  health  officers  and 
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the  hundreds  and  thousands  of  model  dairies  has  accomplished 
almost  nothing  in  comparison  with  the  task  set  for  the  sani- 
tarian who  is  trying  to  find  a  pure  milk  supply  for  a  large 
city  instead  of  for  a  few  families.  For  every  model  dairy  there 
are  a  dozen  that  have  almost  no  redeeming  feature ;  either  in 
equipment,  management  or  character  of  output ;  for  every  story 
of  tested  herds,  cement  stables  and  sanitary  milk  houses  there 
might  be  written  a  hundred  of  diseased  cows,  dilapidated  barns, 
imipure  water,  inefficient  equipment  and  careless  and  ignorant 
methods. 

"But  do  not  despair  of  clean  food.  Indeed,  I  'believe  we  are 
entering  an  era  of  cleanliness  and  that  the  tirme  is  almost 
at  hand  when  the  food  manufacturer  and  distributor  will  ap- 
preciate the  fact  that  the  success  of  his  business  depends 
upon  his  ability  to  insure  the  customers  not  only  unadulterated 
food  'but,  more  than  that,  products  made  from  sound  raw  ma- 
terial, in  sanitary  workshops,  by  healthy  workmen,  and  when 
it  will  be  as  vicious  a  crime  to  poison  a  customer  by  typhoid 
laden  milk  or  water  as  to  kill  him  with  arsenic  or  an  axe. 
The  housewives  who  purchase  95  per  cent  of  the  food  supply 
can  in  a  single  year  revolutionize  the  methods  of  handling  food 
stuffs  by  using  the  weapons  already  in  their  hands.  Deter- 
mined effort  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  a  single  club  will 
close  the  filthy  grocery  store,  drive  the  cellar  bakery  into  the 
light  and  air  and  compel  a  recalcitrant  city  council  to  provide 
the  funds  for  meat,  milk  and  market  inspection.  And  when  the 
necessity  for  healthy  workmen  is  appreciated  as  fully  by  con- 
sumers as  it  is  by  the  physicians  who  administer  to  the  ills  of 
these  workmen,  we  shall  no  longer  hire  bakers  and  butchers 
and  delivery  boys  solely  because  they  are  able  to  do  a  day's 
work  but  because  they  can  show  a  certificate  of  freedom  from 
disease  and  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  principles  that 
make  for  cleanliness  and  decency.  To  my  mind  this  is  the 
most  important  problem  of  the  many  which  'concern  the  food 
supply;  healthy  workmen,  instead  of  as  at  present,  uninspected, 
unregulated  and  far  too  often  physically  unfit  workers. 

"In  the  interest  of  good  business  and  your  personal  welfare, 
db  you  know  the  employes  of  your  grocer,  baker,  butcher  and 
milkman  are  free  from  disease? 

"The  slogan  of  the  women's  clubs  may  well  be — We  stand 
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for  cleanliness  and  when  that  stand  is  made  clean  food  will  be 
no  longer  an  issue  but  a  fact." 


*FOOD  CONTROL  AT  ITS  SOURCE 

At  the  meeting  of  the  National  Civic  Federation  held  in  New 
York  recently,  Dr.  Carl  Alsberg  spoke  by  invitation  of  the  sani- 
tary and  hygenic  control  of  foods.  Dr.  Alsberg's  ideas  as  ex- 
pressed at  this  meeting  represent  what  might  be  regarded  as 
the  new  thought  in  the  pure  food  world.  That  is  to  say,  in- 
stead of  spending  so  much  money  on  police  work,  he  Would 
economize  by  spending  money  for  prevention.  If  the  food 
manufacturers  can  be  made  to  observe  good  sanitary  and 
hygienic  laws  there  will  be  little  food  stuff  on  the  markets  for 
inspectors  to  seize. 

Dr.  Alsberg  said : 

"There  is  but  one  need  in  food  control  which  is  so  vastly 
more  important  than  all  others  that  I  propose  to  urge  it  alone 
upon  your  consideration.  It  is  adequate  sanitary  and  hygenic 
control  of  food. 

By  the  sanitary  and  hygenic  control  of  foods  I  mean  the 
prevention  of  traffic  in  foods  dangerous  to  health.  To  prevent 
this  traffic  is  far  more  difficult  than  to  prevent  mere  fraud 
in  food  products.  Fraud  may  usually  be  detected  by  a  chemical 
analysis.  The  danger  toi  health  that  can  easily  lurk  in  a  food 
can  not  easity  be  detected  in  this  way  unless,  indeed  the  food 
contain  some  simple  poison  like  arsenic  or  lead.  If,  however, 
the  food  be  manufactured  in  unsanitary  surroundings,  or  if  it 
be  the  bearer  of  tuberculosis,  typhoid,  measles  or  scarlet  fever, 
This  can  hardly  be  detected.  Hence,  in  my  opinion,  food  such 
as  tatter  and  milk,  fish  and  shellfish,  which  are  capable  of  this 
kind  of  contamination,  should  receive  the  greatest  attention. 

"The  only  safeguard  against  these  sources  of  danger  is  in- 
spection of  the  place  of  production  and  medical  supervision  of 
the  workmen.  It  should  be  impossible,  for  example,  for  a 
dairymjan  with  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  his  family  to  ship 
milk. 

"Obviously  the  exercise  of  such  control  of  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions of  food  production  is  a  task  for  the  individual  states. 
I  would,  therefore,  urge  upon  you  to  secure  such  sanitary  con- 
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trol  of  food  production  in  every  state.  T  can  conceive  of  noth- 
ing more  important. 

"If  such  a  sanitary  control  is  to  be  established  you  must 
clearly  understand  that  to  be  effective  it  must  rest  upon  an  ade- 
quate health  service.  Outside  of  our  larger  cities  such  a  serv- 
ice is  m|ost  unusual."
